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GHI Board Planning Survey 
Of Condition of Frame Homes

Members living in frame homes—and possibly even those 
in brick homes—may soon look forward to people coming into 
their homes to perform a survey which will evaluate the structural, 
mechanical, and general condition of their home. At its regular 
board meeting, April 8, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors 
did not decide which one of two bidders for the survey would be 
chosen, pending further information on the qualifications of each 
firm, but each board member expressed his conviction of the need 
for such a survey. 


This need to determine what 
must be done to rehabilitate the 
frame homes brought about the 
question regarding the brick homes. 
Might not some of them benefit 
from a similar survey? Wouldn’t 
some of them need major structur¬ 
al work in the next ten years? The 
board asked management to deter¬ 
mine from the bidders what the 
cost would be for a survey of the 
brick homes. 

Manager Roy Breashears repor¬ 
ted that it was the opinion of 
GHTs lawyer, Albert Ginsberg, that 
the entire membership be charged 
for the cost of the structural sur¬ 
vey, but that the frame homeown¬ 
ers themselves should bear the bur¬ 
den of the costs for rehabilitating 
their homes. 

Complaints 

It w r as reported by Breashears 
that some members were dissatisfied 
with some of the work being done 
by the contractors in the capital 
improvements program. Mainten¬ 
ance Engineer, Dave Kane, felt 
that while in some cases there was 
not adequate in supervision of the 
completed work, in general his em¬ 
ployees were doing a good job of 
determining if work had been satis¬ 
factorily completed. 

Another complaint involved a 
member who wished to have a par¬ 
ticular garden plot. This matter 
was referred to the garden club. 
But, the board did decide to noti¬ 
fy the garden club, that, beginning 
next year, it will no longer give 
the club a one-year advance notice 
of its desire to reclaim the land. 
In doing so, the board stressed that 
it foresaw no immediate need for 
the land used by the members of 
the garden club; it merely wished 
not to be bound by the one-year 
notice. 

Sheds Revisited 

The board again reviewed the 
revised shed regulations, accepting 
most of the manager’s advice re¬ 
garding the reports issued by the 
maintenance and the aesthetics 
committees. These two committees 
each submitted separate reports on 
the shed regulations. 

Other 

Townhouse members may soon 
sign their contracts, as it is expect¬ 
ed they will be available for signing 
in the next few weeks. The chair¬ 
man of the Membership Services 
and Home Improvements commit¬ 
tee, Bob McGee, reported that kit¬ 
chen and bathroom cabinets are 
now available under the mass pur¬ 
chasing program from two very 
reputable companies. In addition, 
members need not wait for a partic¬ 
ular number of cabinets to be or¬ 
dered before purchasing theirs. Al¬ 
so, it was pointed out that some 
money is still available in the GHI 
home improvement loan fund for 
members who wish to take advan¬ 
tage of the short-term (one-year) 
low-interest loan program.

GHI Election Deadlines 

With the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
annual membership meeting a 
little over a month away, the fol¬ 
lowing schedules of deadlines has 
been announced. The meeting this 
year will be held at the Center 
School Auditorium on Wednesday 
evening, May 19, starting at 7:30 
p.m. Balloting for GHI elections 
will start that evening and contin¬ 
ue the next day. 

The first deadline is the placing 
of an item on the agenda by peti¬ 
tion, The deadline for this is mid¬ 
night, April 23. 

The next deadline involves the 
official notice of agenda and re¬ 
lated material. This material must 
be mailed to members between 
April 28 and May 8. 

All candidates for the GHI board 
of directors and the audit commit¬ 
tee desiring to be listed by the GHI 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee must submit their applica¬ 
tions to the committee by mid¬ 
night, Saturday, May 8.

The 
deadline for turning in proxy 
forms to the GHI offices is mid¬ 
night, Thursday, May 13. 

The board members whose terms 
expire this year are David Lange, 
Alex Chavrid, Charles Schwan, 
Nathan Shinderman, and Norman 
Weyel. The latter two are finish¬ 
ing out terms that were left vacant 
last year. Present audit commit¬ 
tee members are Janet James, 
James Foster, and Roger Craine.

At the same time, still following 
the Technical Staff’s report, the 
Planning Board recommended ap¬ 
proval of the Brier Ditch gravity 
trunk sewer to serve the' soon-to- 
be-constructed Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt Senior High School and the 
Tidier Elementary School. The 
senior high school is planned for 
the west central portion of the 
Smith-Ewing tract north of Green¬ 
belt Road. The elementary school 
is to be located south of Greenbelt 
Road near the proposed Glenora 
apartments. 

Both these recommendations will 
now be forwarded to the county 
council which will have the final 
say on the matter. 

Project 27.3 

Both these proposals were part of 
project 27.3, designed to serve an 
area of 193 acres (Smith-Ewing 
tract) with an ultimate population 
of 8,100 persons. Construction of 
the project was dependent on con¬ 
struction of a portion of project 
27.1, servicing the area south of 
Greenbelt Road, and which had 
been previously approved by the 
county commissioners on Novem¬ 
ber 24, 1970. 

The estimated cost of project 27.3 
is $300,600, of which $287,600 is for 
the pumping station and related 
costs, and $13,000 for the Brier 
Ditch gravity trunk sewer. The 
Greenbriar apartments would pay 
the cost of the former. 

The Technical Staff report, how¬ 
ever, turned down the Beaverdam 
Creek pumping station and force 
main for the Greenbriar apartment 
project on the grounds that the 
State “Health Orders” of May 20, 
1970 ban further connections to the 
sewer system until adequate sew¬ 
age facilities are available. The 
Technical Staff pointed out that in 
addition to the Health Orders, 
there are new county regulations 
approved by county executive Wil¬ 
liam Gullet and building inspector 
Joseph Bartell which forbid issu¬ 
ance of any building permits (even 
of a conditional nature) until sew¬ 
er service can be guaranteed. 

The Technical Staff observed that 
the enlargement of the Blue Plains 
Wastewater Treatment plant will 
not be completed until at least the 
end of 1974. It also noted that the 
elementary school in the eastern 
portion of the Smith-Ewing tract 
north of Greenbelt Rd., which 
would also be served by the pump¬ 
ing station, is not scheduled for 
construction in the county’s six- 
year capital improvement budget, 
and in any event, its consruction 
would be dependent upon the de¬ 
velopment of the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ments. 

As a result, the report saw no 
urgency in approving the Beaver¬ 
dam portion of Project 27.3 until 
the Health Orders are lifted or oth¬ 
erwise modified. 

In approving the Brier Ditch gra¬ 
vity trunk sewer for the senior 
high school, the Planning Board al¬ 
so recommended that the sewer be 
15 inches in diameter so as to ac¬ 
commodate future connection of 
that portion of Beaverdam Creek 
lying southeast of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and North of 
Greenbelt Road. 

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission had previously on 
February 10, 1971 conditionally 

authorized water and sewer service 
for the proposed Greenbriar apart- 
■ ment complex. 


New Zoning Date 

The zoning hearing on par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, originally sched¬ 
uled for May 19 after being re¬ 
cessed on March 19, has now 
been postponed to Wednesday, 
June 2, at 10 a.m. at Upper Marl¬ 
boro. According to the county 
clerk’s office, the postponement 
was granted because of numer¬ 
ous requests for a change in date 
as May 19 was the date of the 
annual GHI meeting. 


Animal Control, Anti- 
Littering Proposals 
On Monday’s Agenda

On the agenda at this Monday’s, 
April 19, city council meeting are 
three proposed ordinances that 
have been introduced for first read¬ 
ing. They deal with anti-littering, 
animal control, and funds for pur¬ 
chase of truck chassis. 

Anti-Uttering 

The proposed anti-littering or¬ 
dinance basically prohibits any 
type of littering within city limits 
— on the part of pedestrians, auto¬ 
mobile drivers, passengers, and ov¬ 
erloaded trucks. The city’s Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
has submitted a list of proposed 
amendments which would clarify 
certain terminology, permit use of 
organic compost piles, and require 
open trucks to cover loose loads 
with tarpaulin. 

At council’s April 5 meeting, 
there was much concern expressed 
with a section of the proposed or¬ 
dinance that regulates the distri¬ 
bution of commercial and non-com¬ 
mercial handbills. In general, the 
ordinance would prohibit place¬ 
ment of handbills, other than news¬ 
papers, on private property or on 
car windshields, or their distribu¬ 
tion in public places except when 
handed directly to an individual 
willing to accept the same. 

It was feared that this section 
would work a hardship on com¬ 
munity-minded groups seeking to 
get their message across through 
flyers and similar literature. Some 
felt that the ordinance if passed 
could be used to limit the distribu¬ 
tion of political material. Con¬ 
cern was also expressed that the 
definitions used in the ordinance, 
especially those dealing with news¬ 
papers, were not particularly appli¬ 
cable to the Greenbelt situation. 

Reminded by city manager James 
Giese that the language of the or¬ 
dinance came from a model ordin¬ 
ance prepared by the Institute of 
Municipal Law Offices, Mayor Ed¬ 
gar Smith joshed, “When we get 
finished amending this ordinance, 
it will be a model one.” Council¬ 
man Dick Pilski said he wants to 
review it section by section and the 
rest of council readily concurred. 

Animal Control Ordinance 
The proposed animal control or¬ 
dinance differs from the existing 
ordinance (^458) in several res¬ 
pects. It requires only owners of 
dogs and cats to obtain permits. 
Such permits will be valid from 
August 1 to July 31. A uniform 
fee of $2 will be charged. Permits 
must be worn on collar when an¬ 
imal is not confined to owner’s 
house or yard. 

A new requirement is that all 
owners must have their pets vac¬ 
cinated against rabies. Another 
new feature is an impounding fee 
of $5. An alternate enforcement 
method is contained in the ordin¬ 
ance which permits fines to be pay¬ 
able to the city within 72 hours of 
violation. After 72 hours, a warrant 
for owner’s arrest is issued through 
the People’s Court of Maryland 
(similar to parking arrangement). 
A flat fine of $3 per violation is be¬ 
ing proposed, instead of escalating 
fines. 

Appropriation Ordinance 

The third ordinance provides for 
the appropriation of $2,010 to help 
meet the expense of the city-purch¬ 
ased $7,556-truck chassis with util¬ 
ity body and hydraulically operated 
ladder. The replacement fund did 
not contain sufficient funds.

WHY DO THEY SAY 

The GHI Board “is skating on very thin legal ice in its 
interpretation of what constitutes an authorized 10% increase 
in operating charges.” 

WHEN THE TRUTH IS 

Article VIII, Section II of the GHI By-laws reads in part: 

Prior to the beginning of each fiscal year the Board of 
Directors shall, . . . adopt a budget and authorize expendi¬ 
tures to be made in the following fiscal year ... If at any 
time a decrease in the Corporation's income or an increase 
in expenditures would involve an increase of ten percent o 1 
more in the members’ “Operating Payments” as defined in 
the members’ Perpetual Use Contracts, no final action shall 
be taken until after a membership meeting shall have 
authorized such increase in the members’ monthly “Operat- 
, ing Payments.” (bold face provided) 

The legal interpretation of this language is that “Operating 
Payments” — which cannot be increased by ten percent or more 
without membership approval — refers to the total “Operating 
Payments’' of all members and not to those of an individual 
member. To achieve the latter interpretation, the terms 
“member” and “contract” would have to be singular and not 
plural as they are in the by-laws. 

The GHI attorney gave the Board this interpretation. It is 
available for inspection at the GHI office at any time during 
ordinary business hours. 

The Board, therefore, was following the by-laws by keeping 
the increase in total “Operating Payments” to less than ten 
percent. Because paragraph 5 of the Mutual Ownership Contract 
requires that the operating costs of frame and brick homes be 
separately charged, some individual members received increases 
of more than ten percent.

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MSC Status Report 
0 ,i Ctrse&be!? Traffic 

A status report on various traf¬ 
fic conditions and problems involv¬ 
ing Greenbelt roads was received 
by the city from the State Roads 
Commission (SRC) last week. The 
areas covered included 

(1) Greenbelt Rd. (Md. Route 
193) at Armory Road. SRC is rec¬ 
ommending that the right-turn 
Southway ramp be shortened and 
forced to enter Md. 193 at more 
nearly a right angle but with a 
Yield sign controlled ramp of les¬ 
ser design speed. 

(2) Md. 193 at Raltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. Final plans are 
being made for the installation of 
a traffic signal at the intersection 
of Md. 193 and the ramp connec¬ 
tion to and from the northbound 
lane of the B/W Parkway. A re¬ 
cent study also indicates the justi¬ 
fication for a signal at the inter¬ 
section of Md.‘ 193 and South way. 

(3) Lakecrest Drive - Md. 193. A 
recently completed study indicates 
that signalization is not justified 
according to State standards. The 
installation of the signals at Md. 
193 and Southway and Md. 193 at 
the B/W Parkway should provide 
the necessary headway gaps for 
motorists entering and exiting 
from Lakecrest Drive. 

(4) Md. 193 at intersection with 
Md. 201 (Kenilworth Ave.) and 
Edmonston Rd. SRC is proceed¬ 
ing with the design of traffic sig¬ 
nals for use at the Md. 193 and 
60th Avenue-Gentry Road inter¬ 
section. Upon completion of this 
design, the necessary steps will be 
taken to close the crossover at the 
intersection of Md. 193 and Old 
Edmonston Road. This construc¬ 
tion will take place during the 
spring or summer of 1971. 

(5) Kenilworth Ave at intersec¬ 
tion with Capital Beltway. SRC in¬ 
dicates that the problem of merg¬ 
ing traffic is mainly one of law en¬ 
forcement. Additional counts are 
being taken to ascertain if the 
missing ramps should be added to 
the interchange.

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Future Disposal of Trash 
Is Headache for Council

Review of the public works budget on Monday night revealed 
to city council a number of serious problems that the city will be 
facing in the coming years. 

A major problem is disposing of the community's trash. The 
present sanitary landfill located at the end of Northway extended 
near the Baltimore-Washington Parkway is nearing capacity. The 
city had had hopes that it would be able to enter into arrangements 
with College Park for sharing its landfill. There are now reports 
that the College Park landfill may have problems in meeting anti¬ 
pollution regulations. _ 


The city could haul trash to the 
county dump but the distance and 
manpower involved would make 
this an expensive proposition. An 
annual cost of $43,000 is estimated 
for this arrangement, compared to 
a $12,000 a year cost estimated by 
using the College Park landfill. 

Another possibility for the city is 
to acquire the wedge-like piece of 
land located north of the NASA in¬ 
terchange just east of the city's 
boundaries. Purchase of this land 
would require Federal acquiescence. 
Another problem is access to this 
land. This would require concur¬ 
rence by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture since the only road access 
goes through the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center. 

At most this would give the city 
a few years breathing spell, Coun- 
cilmen expressed the view' that the 
problem of waste disposal is becom¬ 
ing critical everywhere and sugges¬ 
ted a coordinated attack at all levels 
of government is needed. 

It was noted that landfill is being 
consumed especially fast now that 
ordinances which forbid burning 
and other traditional methods of 
disposing of trash are becoming 
prevalent. 

Youth Center Road 

Another problem concerns access 
to the Youth Center. City manager 
James K. Giese included in he 
budget $1,500 for improvement of 
the access road and parking lot, but 
Mayor Edgar Smith and council¬ 
man Dick Pilski felt that the solu¬ 
tion lay in enforcing the present 
prohibition against vehicular use 
of the road. 

At present the road is open only 
to Golden Agers and delivery 
trucks. It was suggested that use 
of the road be limited to passhold- 
ers. Giese, however, maintained 
that it was not realistic to close the 
road to all other traffic. He thought 
that the road hazards to pedestrian 
traffic could be reduced if another 
walkway were constructed to the 
Youth Center. 

Soil erosion problems were also 
discussed at the hearing. The city 
will continue to try to solve the 
drainage problems in the Lake- 
wood and Boxw'ood subdivisions. 

Budget Questions 

On the budget itself, the items 
that came up for most questioning 
were a new expenditure of $2,800 
for coveralls for all public works 
employees, $10,500 for resurfacing 
Ridge Road from Northw'ay to 73 
Court, and the addition of 1 man 
to the parks crew and an adminis¬ 
trative aide to the public works 
superintendent. 

Giese said that providing cover¬ 
alls for employees is a common 
practice among municipalities and 
it aids in identification of city em¬ 
ployees and gives them a good ap¬ 
pearance. 

On the resurfacing work, Giese 
said that the preliminary work for 
this job could be done in the com¬ 
ing year, with the actual contract 
work postponed until July 1, 1972, 


so that it would not be a charge 
against the 1971-72 budget. 

Budget hearings will continue 
next Tuesday, April 20, with review 
of the recreation and police depart¬ 
ment budgets. Council set a tenta¬ 
tive date of Monday, April 26, for 
a meeting with the various civic 
recreational groups seeking city 
funds.
